Dear  Mr.  President: 

Please  permit  me  to  share  with  you  a 
Jewish  view  on  stem  cell  research  which 
may  give  you  a  fresh  perspective.  I 
believe  that  this  literal  and  logical 
understanding  of  two  crucial  Biblical 
passages  (one  presented  below;  the  sec¬ 
ond,  more  technical  in  nature,  appended 
to  this  letter)  could  lead  you  to  recon¬ 
sider  your  previously  announced  deci¬ 
sion  on  federal  funding.  I  emphasize 
that  this  is  not  an  interpretation  based 
on  any  theological  predisposition.

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Rabbinic  Ruiminations  (continued  from  page  2 ) 

Exodus  21:22 

When  men  strive  together,  and  hurt  a  woman  with  child,  so 
that  there  is  a  miscarriage,  and  yet  no  harm  follow,  the  one 
who  hurt  her  shall  be  fined,  according  as  the  woman’s  hus¬ 
band  shall  lay  upon  him;  and  he  shall  pay  as  the  judges 
determine. 

(Revised  Standard  Version  Translation) 

Under  Biblical  law,  if  the  miscarriage  is  an  act  of  unintentional 
murder,  then  a  monetary  fine  would  not  be  required;  rather, 
the  man  who  caused  the  miscarriage  would  be  permitted  to 
flee  to  a  city  of  refuge  for  protection  from  the  fetqs’  relations 
seeking  to  avenge  the  “unborn  life”  that  has  been  taken. 

And  if  this  is  a  deliberate  act  of  murder,  then  the  life  of  the 
perpetrator  is  required;  a  monetary  fine  would  not  suffice. 

The  inescapable  conclusion  is  that  abortion  of  a  fetus  at  any¬ 

time  during  the  gestational  period  is  not  the  taking  of  a  life. 
but  of  potential  life .  (In  the  Jewish  tradition  this  leads  to  a 
more  lenient  attitude  toward  abortion  when  the  physical  or 
mental  health  of  the  mother  is  jeopardized;  it  stops  far  short 
of  sanctioning  abortion  on  demand).  The  destruction  of  an  un¬ 
implanted  embryo,  by  logical  deduction,  could  not  require  a 
more  severe  punishment.) 

Genesis  4:1 

Now  Adam  knew  Eve  his  wife,  and  she  conceived  and  bore 
Cain...  (This  verse  immediately  follows  the  expulsion  from 
Eden,  leading  one  to  assume  ( incorrectly /)  that  either  sexual 


relations  or  conception  is  a  sinful  act  because  of  its  close  asso¬ 
ciation  with  humankind’s  “original  sin”.) 

In  much  of  the  Christian  world  the  issue  of  atonement  for  the( 
soul  of  all  human  beings,  and  especially  for  the  soul  of  an 
unborn  fetus,  looms  large  because  of  the  sequence  of  these 
verses  and  the  events  they  describe. 

Based  on  a  significant  point  of  Biblical  grammar  (the  details  of 
which  I  have  included  in  the  appendix  to  this  letter),  Judaism 
finds  no  need  to  atone  for  the  sin  borne  by  the  soul  of  an 
unborn  fetus  since  it  was  not  conceived  in  a  sinful  state.  All 
children  (even  if  they  must  bear  the  shame  of  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  their  parents’  illicit  relationship)  are  born  innocent, 
with  a  pure  soul. 

The  implications  of  the  literal  understanding  of  these  two  pas¬ 
sages  for  stem  cell  research  are  self-evident: 

•  Destroying  a  fetus  is  not  murder.  (And  in  the  case 
of  stem  cells,  we  are  not  even  dealing  with  a 
fetus,  but  with  an  un-implanted  embryo,  which 
will  be  discarded  if  it  is  not  frozen). 

•  We  are  not  conceived  in  a  state  of  sinfulness  that 
would  require  atonement  for  our  souls,  or  for  the 
souls  of  unborn  fetuses/embryos. 

Based  on  the  above,  I  ask  that  you  revisit  this  issue  and  recon¬ 
sider  your  decision  limiting  federal  funding  for  stem  research 
to  established  lines.

Notes  From  the  Edmond  de 
Rothschild  Library 

Book  of  the  Month:  Linda  Grant: 
When  I  lived  in  Modem  Times 

Winner  of  Britain’s  prestigious 
Orange  Prize,  this  novel,  set  in  1946  in  Tel 
Aviv,  seems  too  much  about  modern 
times  and  not  enough  about  living. 
Although  a  compelling  tale  of  an  isolated 
woman  in  pre-State  Israel,  the  narrative 
takes  a  back  seat  to  the  idealism  and  ide¬ 
ologies  of  time  and  place. 

We  experience  Tel  Aviv  through  the 
eyes  of  a  twcnty-year-old  orphan,  Evelyn 
Serf,  daughter  of  a  Jewish  hairdresser, 
who  grew  up  in  unconventional  circum¬ 
stances  in  London’s  Soho,  and  who  makes 
her  way  to  Palestine  in  spite  of  immigra¬ 
tion  restrictions  and  the  naval  blockade. 
After  a  short  stint  on  a  kibbutz  in  the 
Galilee,  she  moves  to  Tel  Aviv  and  settles 
in  as  a  hairdresser  ministering  to  the 
needs  of  British  military  wives.  But  the 
author  is  more  interested  in  exploring 
pre-State  Israel  in  the  context  of  mod¬ 
ernism  and  history  than  in  developing 


Evelyn’s  story  and  identity. 

Evelyn  comes  into  contact  with  stock 
characters:  the  bitter  yekke  landlord,  the 
feminist  German  refugee  neighbor,  anti- 
Semitic  British  soldiers  and  their  wives, 
and  the  tough,  mysterious  boyfriend  who 
is  a  secret  member  of  the  Irgun.  These 
characters  deliver  little  more  than  ideo¬ 
logical  monologues,  which  is  a  pity.  It 
would  have  been  interesting  to  see  how 
Evelyn  might  have  formed  her  identity 
and  made  Israel  her  home  through  day- 
to-day  interaction  with  these  characters. 
Instead,  the  novel  suddenly  and  dis¬ 
turbingly  shifts  gears,  galloping  along  at  a 
thriller-like  pace  before  returning  to  the 
more  ruminative  style  of  its  beginning. 

It  is  clear  that  Grant  researched  her 
subject  thoroughly.  One  of  this  book’s 
pleasures  is  her  description  of  the  young 
Tel  Aviv  with  its  white  Bauhaus  build¬ 
ings,  debilitating  heat  and  blinding 
mediterranean  light.  But  the  reader  still 
gets  the  feeling  that  Grant  is  new  to  her 
subject.  Indeed,  it  was  a  first  visit  to  Tel 
Aviv  in  1998  that  inspired  Grant  to  write 
this  novel.  Despite  its  shortcomings, 


thanks  to  When  I  Lived  in  Modem  Times 
we  are  able  to  visit  the  Tel  Aviv  of  55 
years  ago,  a  rare  treat.

Operation  Joshua:  The 
Conservative  Movement’s 
"  Mission  to  Israel 


From  July  22  through  July  27, 1  par¬ 
ticipated  in  Operation  Joshua,  the 
United  Synagogue  of  Conservative 
Judaism’s  Solidarity  Mission  to  Israel, 
with  50  or  so  national  leaders  of  the 
movement;  regional  and  synagogue  lead¬ 
ers,  both  professional  and  lay.  We  were 
committed  Conservative  Jews  traveling 
together  with  a  spiritual  purpose.  We 
davened  together,  ate  together,  benched 
together,  in  addition  to  the  normal 
things  you  do  on  a  mission. 

Reviewing  the  photographs  I  took 
brings  back  waves  of  memories  of  a  trip, 
short  in  time,  but  long  on  accomplish¬ 
ments.  Kudos  go  to  Sarrae  Crane  and  the 
people  she  worked  with  to  make  this  mis¬ 
sion  the  success  that  it  was. 

The  Conservative  Movement’s  pres¬ 
ence  in  Israel  was  made  known  to  us  at 
our  meetings  with  the  spokesman  of 
Prime  Minister  Sharon,  three  members 
of  the  Knesset,  the  President  of  the  State 
of  Israel,  the  Mayor  of  Jerusalem,  Israeli 
)  abs,  and  the  new  Ambassador  of  the 
United  States  to  Israel.  We  were  so  news¬ 
worthy  that  we  were  a  story  in  the 
Jerusalem  Post.  There  is,  therefore,  no 
doubt  that  the  presence  of  the 
Conservative  Movement  from  the  United 


States  was  conveyed  by  us  to  both  the 
leaders  and  the  people  of  the  State  of 
Israel. 

We  met  with  our  USYers  in  the  hills 
of  the  Gallil  and  at  the  Kotel  in 
Jerusalem,  where  we  read  Torah  and 
prayed  together. 

There  is  no  question  in  all  of  our 
minds  that  Israel  right  now  is  safe  and 
beautiful  and  should  be  visited  by  us  now. 
To  people  who  may  have  put  off  a  trip 
because  of  what  they  have  read,  I  urge 
them  to  rethink  their  position.  We 
walked  the  streets,  shopped  the  stores, 
and  dined  in  restaurants.  At  no  point  did 
any  of  us  feel  any  sign  of  war  or  terror¬ 
ism.  Our  bus  went  into  East  Jerusalem. 
At  no  time  did  any  Arab  make  or  do  any¬ 
thing  to  make  us  uncomfortable.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  Mayor  of  Jerusalem 
pointed  out  that  although  there  may  be 
200,000  Arabs  in  East  Jerusalem,  there 
are  no  barriers  between  the  Arabs  and  the 
Jews.  There  seems  to  be  calm  and  the 
Mayor  feels  no  need  to  hunker  down  and 
take  any  action.  The  atmosphere  felt  very 
normal. 

Tourism  is  so  low  that  everywhere  we 
went  the  gratitude  was  enormous, 
including  shopkeepers  offering  bargains. 
We  heard  over  and  over  again  how  great 
it  was  we  and  USY  came  this  summer. 
Life  is  full  of  risks,  driving  a  car,  getting 
into  the  shower,  going  to  Israel.  The  issue 
is  whether  taking  a  risk  is  reckless.  At  no 
time  did  I  feel  that  what  I  was  doing  was 
reckless  or  endangering  my  life.  If  you 
have  any  second  thoughts  about  going  to 
Israel  or  sending  a  member  of  your  fami¬ 
ly,  I  can’t  give  you  a  guarantee,  but  we 
can’t  just  roll  over  and  keep  ourselves 
away  anymore  than  we  can  give  up  driv¬ 
ing  because  there  are  fatalities  on  the 
highways. 

The  mission  succeeded.  As  a  person 
on  the  mission  (as  did  Joshua  and  Caleb), 
I  report  to  you  that  Israel  looks  wonder¬ 
ful  and  should  be  visited  by  you  in  the 
near  future.
